"I know ai least one man In this 
country who is ablo lo livo clioaply 
and got paid for doing il, all because 
liu livei whom tho coat of getting bla 
f'jod, fuel nnd light lo lilni Is about 
livo times as much as tlio original cost 
of tho supplies llienisolvo.s, and he 
lives not morn than thirty miles from 
lloslon. atlliat," isaid tho captain of a 
vosso! in llio (ostwiio trade between 
New York and PuHlond, Ho. "It 
Ml ems queer that a man can got along 
mora ocononiioally on account of the 
high cost of gelling supplies tohis 
home than lio ooiilil it the coat were 
less, don' I il? Itnt it's a fact all the 
same. I'or inslaiicr, a Ion of coal costs 
about 98 In Doalon. II it ooils no 
mora than 96 to lay it* down in this 
man's bin, be would have lo pay for 
bolli coal and delivery, and his ooal 
would sland hini $12 for every ton. 
'J'lio saiiio. in proportion, with his 
boef and bis pork and his potatoes and 
hlf .floor and lila oU. But Juit baeauia 
.it ooala in the neighborhood of 9S0 a 
ton to o.irry hli coal from Boston 
to his bins nnd corresponding 
prices for lii< oilier supplies, ho 
gels llin whole business for nolli- 
ing. Uia Hour be gets frco and his 
beef and bla | ork and his potatoes 
and hit oil, as well ns bla coaL Tho 
entire ontlit don't onst bim a cent and 
ho gels may lio 91.000 a yuar for stay* 
ing wlioro ho is and rccelviug tbo 
an niial donai ioiis. 

•'It will bo queer, now, if you ain't 
thinking to yourieli that this man I 
am speaking of hni a ooft anntx Wall, 
may bo ho has. Ho la a lighl-bonsn 
koopor. Ho Uvea on . a big rock at 
Cape Ann. N i seagoing A'essel can 
got wilbiu a (jiiarior of a mile of his 
home. No loaded boat can reach liis 
abiding place in infoly. To get a ton 
of ooal to bla bin, wnlch la perched on 
Iho rocks above liigli-wnlor mark. It 
must first bjsliippod from lioston to 
na near tbo llglii-bouse ns tho vessel 
oan approach. . The coal la in bags, 
and these aro placed in iinall boats 
and taken tn tlio edgo of the shoal 
water, inshle i f wbioli ihoy daro not 
enter. Hie bags are then carried 
ashore on the bac ks of Iho crew, who 
wndo asboro tiirougli tho shoals, 
clnnibor up tbe rocks with their 
burdens, nnd empty llio coal 
ill tbe light-house bin. Tlie 
otiier bulky tnpplies aro delivered 
to the Cape Ann liglit-keepor in 
the same way. an I the Govenimont 
pays tho cxponso. M ly bo be has a 
soft snap, but I'd rather be on my 
vessel, tossing and jiitobiiig on tbo 
heaviest sen that bis light cviir shone 
out upon, than to be Urmly grounded 
on lhat Ca]io Ann rock like ho is. 
Woiildu' I yon? 

"Uut this man isn't tlio only ono 
the Oovemment anpplioa with tree 
coal, light and rations at Ita light- 
houses. Whenever ilie keepers are 
located at stations wboro the cost ol 
carriage exceeds Iho cost of supplies, 
tboy. are jirovidod froo; but wliero Uie 
cost of delivery does not exceed the 
prioo of the goixli, tho keeper ia oom- 
peled lo pay for bolb.' Tliat's a queer 
rule, but (iovornniont has ninny a 
quocrivay of doing ihings. At all of 
llio barron rO'.'k li ^li!-lioiisei, like 
Capo Ann, Miiioi's Lodge and othor.s. 
tbo keoiwra have even to bo snp|illod 
wllh fresh water from the points 01 
the main land. They eolleot a groat 
deal from rains in oliterua nnd tanks, 
but in most cnsea It ia not snlllciont 
for tbo needs of tlio kec|>ei'S, and tho 
siippiv from abrnail must bo regular- 
ly taken lo Iboni mi matter what tbo 
coat or the diffioultlos are in getting 
lttherei"-K y.

No city In the world of Ita atse needs 
a bnllding for city offlcea wone than 
Ctnclnimti. The present adiflae naad by 

the oniolals is totally unfit for Um pnr- 
poae. Tho city has out-grown It By a 
Iuc«ut ttt-t of tbe leKialaiure the authori- 
ties were authorized to Issue bonda to the 
amount of (700,000 for the purpose of 
erecting a buildfiiK lulapted to the needs 
of tho mniiiclpal ^ovorniiicixt. Plans 
wore adoptod and llio work began. 

The cut above ahows the front eleva- 
tion OS approved by the tmateeo. Since 
Its adoption, however, a movement has 
been started lookliiu' to llio ooudoiiina- 
tioli of propL-rly lo-ai tlu- orj^'iiial filo 
that would give more room for the build- 
ing. Thil wonld coat 1300,000 more. 

As the increased outlay met with soma 
opposition friiiii flio iiross and pooplo. a 
bill was pas,,d a fow days aj^o by tlio 
general assembly roforriuy tbe mutter di- 
rectly to the people, to be voted on at the 
next election. This election occurred re- 
cently and resulted In favor of the con- 
deinnation, thus giving space for tbe 
biiiidin« ooBunaonuate with the city's 
noods aiii! gieotnaii" ntaiaMt eliiwil 
riuni for a police station as well as all 
otlior olflros required, and will be 
u vast iniprovoinoiit on the dingy and 
filthy apartments that liiivo disgraced the 
Queen City for so many yours.

Several montha ago ground waa broken 
for tbe foundations of a magnificent stone 

structure Hint In the totnre will bo the 
home of t'iuclunnti's military orgaiii,^a- 
tiiins. Tbe picture above shows how it 
will look when completed. For years 
past the First Regiment and Second 
Dattery, Ohio National Quard, have been 
compelled to put up with very Indifferent 
ipi.irtors — tlio fornior oociiiiytni; an ox- 
pnrl; lioiisf aibi llio latlor slowoil away 
in a building; totuUy unlit fur its uses. 
Finally a public spirit woa engendered 
which set the ball In motion for the 
provision of nn armory more in accord 
ancu with the niorii s of tho military and 
aa a Just recognition of the valnablo 
aervloe tendered by tbe ottloan aoldiers 
during floods and riot A bill was 




passed by the law-iiiakors at Colnnibiis 
empowering the issue of bonds to the 
amount of (100,000 for the pnipose of 
erecting an armory to be used In common 
by both arms of tlio scn'Ice. 

The Governor apiMiiuted three tnistoos 
to look after and superintend its con- 
struction. These wero Wllilam B. Smith, 
Esq., R. Cort. Williams, Esq., and .Mr. 
Sol. P. Kinonii. 

The board set to work at once, and 
their labors of the past year have lieeu 
arduous in tho oxtrcmc. In order to 
have money sufllcleut to furnish the 
armory (the appropriation wiis barely 
Bufflciont to complete it) one of tho omii- 
mlssionors voliiiitoorod to do the work of 
a sicroiary, tliiis saviiijj the salary of 
that ofllciul and devoting it to tho com- 
pletion of the work. 

The First Regiment consists of eight 
companlos, all but one of which are lo- 
cated in tho oily, tho other boing ul Hamil- 
ton. Tlio Dittory is the finest in the 
State service and the only one armed 
with guttling gnus. 

Doth organizations performed Rood 
service at tho Berner riot in 1S«4, and by 
;beir soldierly qualities have gained the 
confidence and reapeot of the better class 
of citizens.
